Little Indication to Accept 
Terms of Dominion Hous¬ 
ing-Scheme _ 


WOMEN PLANNED 


Deserted Wives Act Principle 
is Extended to Other

The failure to adopt the Dominion' 
Government Housing Plan to provide 
homes for soldiers in a number of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia cities Is causing not s 
little comment on the part of the pub- 
Uce hero, while in Vancouver the city 
Is faced ‘with strong demands that 
something be done to meet the need 
for houses. The refusal of the city 
councils to administer the money grant¬ 
ed through the Provincial Government 
by the Federal authorities has appar¬ 
ently brought the whole plan to a dead¬ 
lock as far as these two cities are 
concerned. It has been suggested, how- 
ever.lhal-iu Victoria the Provincial 
Government could well use the money 
to build houses on the land owned by 
it on Topax Avenue, part of the old 
Jail site. 

The apportionment of the grant de¬ 
cided upon by the Dominion Uo\ern- 
meot for. houses to be built for soldiers 
in Victoria was $135,000. which sum 
ws* to be administered by the city 
authorities If possible or. on their re¬ 
fusal. by the Provincial Government. 

Refuse Administration.' 

For a number of reasons the Victoria 
City Council refused to handle the 
money. In the first place. It was 
thought that the city would inevitably 
lose by the transaction. It had to 
guarantee live per cent. Interest on the 
Government's advance, and the invest¬ 
ment in houses did not appear likely 
to produce a five per cent revenue. 

Again, ft eras not thought that there 
was sufficient necessity for houses in 
the city to warrant any action on the 
matter. It was suggested further that 
the Provincial Government should go 
ahead and build the houses on its land 
on Topax Avenue. 

The Government having hitherto re¬ 
ceived no intimation from any public 
body or returned soldier organisation 
th*t the huuses are Aeedad. iaga.aat 
thought Itself justified in cummeacing 
work.

"Act to consolidate and amend the law- 
respecting the Deserted Wive# Act." 
Under existing conditions a wife can 
only sue her husband for support In 
case he has deserted her. There are 
man> women, however, who are «til| 
living with their husbands, for the sake 
of the children. The husbands fail to 
contribute anything toward th« upkeep 
of the family. 

The new bUI give* the wife the right 
to sue for support, no matter whether 
the husttund has deserted her or not, so 
long as he is not supporting the fam¬ 
ily. Provision is also made that the 
municipality or the Attornev-General 
may sue upon her liehalf The wife 
rand huMbund are both made compell¬ 
able witnesses Proceedings may he 
taken against the husband at the place 
where he reside or at the places where 
the wife reside*. Wives who have 
been unfaithful cannot claim the pro¬ 
vision* of the Act unin** the unfaith¬ 
fulness has ln*en condoned. »

Opposition Leader Criticizes

SAYS CONDITIONS WORSE 
THAN UNDER HIS REGIME 


Legislative Press Gallery

In resuming the debate on the 
Budget this afternoon the Leader of 
, n»» t^rltlclied t he Govern 

ment on the ground VHat It TflfiTTalled 
to maintain the credit of the Province 
and that it hud exhibited weakness in 
not encouraging the shipbuilding in 
dustry by 'continuing the pqlicy laid 

_ down by the Conservative Government 

In 1916. 

He said that the Government was 
obliged to pay 7\* per cent, for Its 
hwuwi-' uT>J they bad- , 

to do was j.62 on tne recent loan, wnich 
was not aa good as the Bowser Ad¬ 
ministration had done two years after 
the war began. 

He referred to the loan of $300,090 
. from the Compensation Hoard at fiV, 
per cent, and the 91 , 000,000 loan at 6.8V 
per cent. Even ottaWa, who, on ac¬ 
count of financial war sympathy was 
loaning money lo decrepit Provincial ( 
Governments, had referred the Minister 
of Finance to Toronto and when he had 
failed lo secure a better offer than 
$509,000 of the $2,000,000 desired. 

The Province's Credit. 

“You will see that the credit of the 
Province is getting worse under the 
administration of my honoraMe 
friends opposite,” said Mr. Bowser. 11 * 
complimented the 91 mister of Finahce 
on securing the recent loan at 5.62 per 
« .. MAtwitui cUUmumL that. i>Uawa would i 
immed i ately demand that the money ' 
be turned over to them In satisfaction I 
of the Province's Indebtedness to the 
Dominion. 

Mr. Bowser attacked the statement I 
of the Hon. the Minister of Finance to j 
the effect that when the Government 
took office It was found that a great 
deal of correcting legislation was 
necessary as well as a re-organisation 
of the various departments. "What 
has that *to do with financing." de¬ 
manded the speaker. *T presume by 
n -organisation he means putting 
Liberals Into office. I ask my friend* 
opposite whut they have done in the 
two years they have been in office. 
Can they point to one single piece of 
legislation that has brought any prac¬ 
tical results except to uijd to the tax¬ 
payers' burdens." he asked.

Finance He said there had been over 
$7,000,000 borrowed by the Government 
since It came into office, and as a re¬ 
sult of the Acts of 1916.

TTr? lion Mr. ffgrr 
had said the Government would not 
borrow unless something unforeseen 
hapj>ened. The jsr^ncju Jtiijdgct showed 
that Lhstre nigit^a d**n. it antic!phi 61' 
$3,000,900, and also that the Govern¬ 
ment had power to borrow $3,596.660. 
This meant, because the money would 
have to be borrowed, a deficit of over 
$6,000,000. and he maintained the 
speech of the Minister should have 
shown the electors what might be ex¬ 
pected. 

"The Minister said In February he 
would have a surplus of a million, and 
in his Budget speech he said he would 
do well to break even. 1 wonder where 
we really are!”

Bill No. 41, relating to the Provin¬ 
cial Elections Act. and Introduced by 
the premier, wus reported complete 
without amendment and will be given 
its second reading. An amendment of 
Lieut. F. .J. A. MncKenxic,-member for 
Delta, was voted down. This amend¬ 
ment asked that a clause of the War 
Times Election Act be included in the 
bill, co v er ing the disfranchisement of 
a certain class of aliens.
